The Treasurer’s bills show the uumber of books bought. 
There are some in town who rather buy their books and own 
them than to use those belonging te the District and the School 
Board thought best to sell to all who wished to buy at prices which 
would barely cover the cost and we have done so. 
Most of those who have bought have paid for them ; there are 
two or three who have not yet paid but no doubt will. 


The money that Ihave received for books I have paid into the 
hands of the ‘Treasurer of the School Board and hold his receipts 
for the same. 


There is a good supply of copy books on hand of which I have 
snade no report for the reason that they are useless after one or two 
terms and the cost of keeping a record and printing the report 
would be more than the books cost. 

The schools have been furnished with all they uveed and we have 
an ample supply for future use.

Through the liberal spirit of the district, in furnishing the 
means, we have been able to have in most of the schools in town 
twenty four weeks each ; where they have been less it was for good 
rexsons aud satisfactory to those interested. 

Nearly all of our schools have been highly satisfactory and the 
reports of the examinations showed generally good Proeres and 
thorough work by the teachers. . 


Irregular attendance at school in some sections of the district is 
one of the greatest existing evils,and one of the most. difficult to be 
corrected, as is also the habit of allowing or keeping scholars from 
school on account of soine real or fancied faults of the teacher. 


It weakens and ueutralizes the best endeavors of even a faithful 
teacher. 


oe Parents, correct these faults. 


Much interest and advantage resulted. from the furnishing by the 
district of the text books, us the law now requires, as well as the 
introduction of new and improved works. 

We miscalculated however in the amount that would be neces- 
sary to stock our schools with books, and therefore did uot at our 
last annual meeting ask for a sufficient amount to pay fer all the 


books we were obliged to have, which exceeded the appropriation 
by about fifty dollars. 


Still we have a surplus of some grades for future use, but are in 
need of a new series of geographies and may also need a few high- 
er works in the future. | 

Through the generous appropriations of the district, we can re- 
fer with pride to the schoo! houses of the town ; within the last three 
years, three new ones have been bui!t, «od others thoroughly re- 
paired so that now all of those which we are required to use are in 
good condition, and wiil only need to be kept painted and shingled 
to preserve them in their present shape for a long time.

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The question of returning to the old district system will come . 
before the district at its annual meeting this present year and should 
be carefully considered and acted upon. 


The workings of the town district system, which has been in op- 
eration for the last five years has given the district an ample op- 
portunity to see its workigns,and therefore our citizens are the best 
qualified to decide the question. , 


Whatever system we may adopt let us preserve our former high 
reputation for providing liberally for the education of our children. 
We cannot afford to be stingy, or withhold trom the support of 
our Common schools for they are the nurseries in which the young 
first learn to develop their powers of mind, form their characters, 
lay the foundation upon which to build a noble manhood and decide 
their future usefullness in the world, and to which , they can re- 
fer with pride to their native town o1 district in which they recei- 
ved their first lessons of instructions, and to which we also may 
have the satisfaction of having contributed toward the upbuilding 
of humanity. and Sutton again be proudly honored in the future as 
she has in the past, *tby her Sons who went from her rocky farms 
into the business sphere as weil as by those who engaged in the 
professions and in the affairs of State.‘
